Storm Season 


Lest we think that nature in- 
tended to let us off lightly this 
winter, mid-December brought 
several days of high winds and 
driving rain. Inevitably, thewinds 
took a toll of our aging trees. 
Malarkey Lane and Sea Breeze 
were temporarily blocked by 
downed trees, which Rolf 
cleared as quickly as possible. 
He was also kind enough to 
answer a distress call from a 
resident whose driveway was 
blocked bya blown-out treetop. 


The grounds committee has 
been busy tidying up the rights 
of way from last year’s storms 
and making sure that tree limbs 
are not menacing power lines. 
Hopefully, there will be fewer 
power losses this year. With the 
help of Robert Stineman and his 
Young’s River Trees crew, the 
committee has trimmed back 
and removed vegetation along 
Ocean Drive where it had en- 
croached on the pavement and 
limited visibility. Areas from 
south of High Surfto the s-curve 
and from Horizon northwards 
were given particular attention. 


Several homeowners also 
availed themselves of Young’s 
River Trees’ help to clear dead- 
fall from their property. The 
board reminds all property 
owners that, while the asso- 
ciation is responsible for com- 
mon property, private prop- 
erty must be maintained by the 
owner. Some vacant lots are 
badly in need of cleaning up. 
Not only are dead trees and 
hanging limbs an eyesore, but 
they pose fire and safety haz- 
ards. Owners who cannot look 
after their property themselves 
may contact the board to dis- 
cuss what can be done.

Home Owners 


A number of members have 
rented their homes to others 
on long-term leases.

THE PIPELINE 





Residents may have wondered about utility work that 
startedin December on Manion Drive. Thewaterboard 
is more than pleased to announce that phase 4, the 
Jinal phase, of the water line project is now under- 
way. Engineering for the loop to properties east of 
Manion was done by Jim Rankin. Jim Wilkins carried 
out the job, scheduled for completion January 15. 


The purpose of this new line is to extend adequate 
fire protection to the properties on Osprey Drive. 
Once the work is completed, the City of Warrenton 
will be responsible for the entire water system, 
except the lines to individual houses.

Gates (The Bill 
Comes Later) 


Residents surely noticed the pro- 
tracted periods during which the 
gates were not functioning. Be- 
cause of repeated malfunctions, 
the board consulted with engi- 
neers and decided, as an ex- 
perimental measure, to lighten 
the load carried on the arms at 
the south gate. In addition, the 
arms at both sites have been 
altered to make them run more 
smoothly. This is a short-term 
fix. In the longer run, the secu- 
rity committee looks to modify 
the mechanism itself to provide 
a less complex mechanical sys- 
tem, one not so prone to prob- 
lems. Time will tell if these mea- 
sures serve to improve the gates’ 
functioning and reduce mainte- 
nance costs.

down or stop in time to prevent 
injury to any person or animal in 
the road. Alas, common sense 
seems in short supply when driv- 
ers are in a hurry. Last month the 
board borrowed aradar gun from 
the sheriff, and Rolf Rosenberg, 
our security man, monitored car 
speeds at different locations and 
times from December 1 to 4. Of a 
total of 43 cars observed at five sites, 
19 were exceeding the posted speed 
limit by five miles an hour or more, 
that is going 30 or more mph. Eight 
of those cares, or 19%, were more 
than ten miles an hour over the limit. 


Because the speed limit is so fre- 
quently disregarded, the board is 
continuing to have sheriff's deputies 
patrol the roads at irregular inter- 
vals. They will issue citations for vio- 
lations under a stricter policy: 


e Each observed violation 
will be subject to a penalty 
(formerly, penalties ap- 
plied only to the third of- 
fense). 

¢ Penalties will be levied at 
the same rate as the state- 
wide schedule, starting 
with $77 for excess speeds 
of 1 to 10 miles per hour 
(rather than the previous, 
reduced schedule). 

e Anyone receiving a citation 
will have the opportunity 
to appeal to the board. 


The complete revised policy will 
be incorporated in the new Surf 


Pines Handbook, to be issued 


this quarter. If you wish more 
detail on the policy, please con- 
tact Mark Roberts, chair of the 
security committee. 
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
